The building is a red brick structure, 


;othic in style, facing the east, with a 
rontsge of sixty five feet, including a

The 
ower, which contains the belfry, is 
lyramidal at the top, surmounted by a 
pire and weather vane, the top of 
which is sixty-five feet from 
the 


ground. The entire exterior is painted 
red and penciled white, the work of 
f J, Carpenter, of this p'ace. 


The auditorium is fifty five feet wide 


and fifty-seven feet in depth, furnished 
with veneered oak paws, arranged in a 
semi-circle facing north and gradually 
elevated in the rear of the room

pulpit platform on the north sida is 
nandsomely furnished with three artis- 
tic oak chairs and a lectern, on each 
side of which is an upright Nawell 
electric lamp. The choir and orchestra 
platform is situated to the right of the 
pulpit and contains a number of fine 
oak chairs.

HARBISBUBG, February 11 —The fol- 


lowing acts introduced in the house 
during the past week may be . matter 
of interest to the several school boards 
of the county. The fl-st, as the cap- 
tion states, is to protect the public 
health and prevent the spread of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases in 
this eomm-rnwealth and reads as fol- 
lows- That it shall ba the duty of the 
board of directors having control of 
my schiol building in any county, 
city, township or borough to adopt 
and immediately put into operation a 
ndern mathoi and system of disin- 
fection, for the purpose of disinfecting 
such school building, and that the 
directors shall at regular intervals 
not exceeding two weeks causa all 
school buildings under their control to 
be thoroughly disinfected by me»ns of 
the method and system which they 
may adopt. The system of disintec 
tiou adopted must be approved by the 
local board of health aid where none 
exists by the state board of health, 
In order to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this law the directors having 
control of such builiings shall re'ain 
out of the fund bi-aniually appropri- 
ated by the state sufficient money 
necesEary to defray the expenses Inci- 
dent thereto, and further, should the 
school directors fail to properly en- 
force the p'ovisions of this law, upon 
complaint of any person to the courts 
shall ba compelled to pay a floe of not 
less than 835 nor more than 3100 This 
bill was introduced at the instance of 
the state board of health. 
CJpon the 


surface it looks much as though some 
member of that board was desirous of 
having adopted his system of disin- 
fection, as the only proper method, in 
like manner as the smallpox virus was 
sent all over the state. 


Another bill requires the regular 


teaching of the effects of stimulants 
and narcotics on the human system 
and that all applicants for the position 
of teacher must pass an examination 
on the same subj set) and the failure 
on the part of any school district to 
comply with the provisions of this 
law shall cause said district to forfeit 
its state appropriation. 


There is an efljrt being made to fix 


the salaries of all public school teach- 
ers at $40 per month as the minimum 
salary to obtain any state aid. Some, 
however, think 835 per month wou.d 
be a fair limit.

Timely Information for Patrons of This 


Feature of the Postal Service. 


As rur.l free delivery is no longer an 


experiment bnt has been accepted as a 
permanent feature of tbe postal service, 
it is important .nd necessary that the 
patrons understand same of the rules 
by which it is governed. As . nu mber 
of routes have been established in this 
county the following information will 
ba of interest to maiy of our readers. 
In tbe order issued by tHe postmattar 
general on October 1,1983, with refer- 
ence to mail boxes used on the route, 
we .re informed that .11 boxes must 
ba made of sheet iron or sheet steel land, 
and made according to the specific.- seat, 
tions as laid down by the postmaster 
general. The capacity must not be 
less than 488 cubic inches. All boxes 
must be approved by the postoffioe de- 
partment before they oome under the 
protection of th.t provision of the act 
making appropriation for the postal 
service of the United States for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1903 (ap- 
proved April 31,1903), which reads as 
follows: 


''Whoever shall hereafter wilfully or 


maliciously injure, tear down or de- 
stroy any letter box or other recepta- 
cle established by order of the post- 
master general or approved or desig- 
nated by him for the recaption or de- 
livery of matter on any rural free de- 
livery route, or shall break open the 
same, or wilfully or maliciously in j are 
deface or des'r3y any mail matter de- 
posited therein, or shall wilfully take 
or steal such matter from or out of 
such letter box or other receptacle, or 
shall wilfully aid or awist in any of 
the aforementioned offences, shall, for 
every such offence, be punished by a 
fine of not more than one thousand 
dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than three years. B ich box must 
be erected by the roadside, so that the 
carrier can easily obtain access to it 
without dismounting from his vehicle 
The same box must not be used for 
more than one family, except in the 
case of near relatives or those residing 
in the same house. Persons neglecting 
or refusing to comply with these condi- 
tions will be regarded as not desiring 
rural free delivery and the rural car- 
rier will be directed not to serve them." 


The fourteen designated boxes in- 


eluded in the department order of 
March 38,190l,a3 receiving the approval 
of the postmaster general, will be ac- 
cepted as filling within the provisioni) 
of the statute as above quoted when 
contracted for or erected in good faith 
prior to the date when this order goes 
into effect; bnt on .nd after Ostober 1, 


1903, 
the manufacturers whose boxes 


have been heretofore approved will be 
required to conform to the stipula- 
tions herein aet forth as to size, shape, 
material .nd workmanship of boxes

shall be $40 per month. 


SECTIOS 2 —It shall be the duty ol the 


president and secretary of the school board 
of each school district in this common- 
wealth to mate report under oathtotlie 
superintendent of public instruction that 
the requirements of this act have been 
fully complied with 


SBCTIOS 3 — Every school district ot this 


commonwealth failing to I'omcly with the 
requirements of this act shall forfeit its 
state appropriation for the whole time dur- 
ing which this act has been violated. 


The above is a. copy of a bill intro- 


duced by Representative Soydcr, of 
SehuylkiU county. The introduction 
of thia measure has attracted attention 
to a m&t'.er in which every citizen 
shonld be deeply interested—the pub- 
lie school system of the itate. It is 
uuiversilly acknowledged 
that the 


schools of today will have much to do 
with the future of the nation. 
Its 


destiny will be shaped bj thcsa who 
are now attending the educational in- 
stitutions throughout the land. 
Its 


Independence will depend upon the in- 
telligence of the people. 
Its progress 


will be regulated by the knowledge 
and stability of its siatebmea. 
There- 


fore the movement for an increase ID 
the compensation 
of 
public schoo 


teachers in this state deserves the 
most careful consideration. 


An investigation 
conducted by a 


Philadelphia paper discloses the fact 
that in some counties of this imperial 
commonwealth the teachers are paid B 
miserable pittance, and, we regret tc 
say, Bedford county is ia a group of 
sixteen counties that pay their women 
teachers an average of less than S30 B 
month. Here is the list: Fulton, Pike 
Susqnshanna, Monroe, Bradford, Tio- 
f(a, Sayder, Wyoming, Wayne, Perry, 
Crawford, Bedford, Juniata, Hunting- 
don, Montour and Columbia. 


The average wages of men teachers

S30 a month; in the former, S25.57; in 
the latter, %Z",.13.

It is a positive, but not very pleasing, 


fact that these Pennsylvania counties 
pay their teachers less tbaa the teach- 
ers of the so-called "wild and woolly 
west" and the "black belt" of the south 
command. The search light turned 
upon our neighbor, Little Fulton, shows 
that one-fifth of all the teachers there 
receive less than 825 a month; two are 
paid but 513 a month; four, S19.34; 
seven, S20.50, and four, $31. Fulton 
gets $12,039.95 from the state; she pays 
her teachers 515,052. Of course, Fulton 
ia one of the three smallest counties of 
the state, but size and population of n 
county do not seem to regulate the 
wages. Crawford is one ol the largest 
and wealthiest counties of Pennsylva- 
nia. It has an area of 643,200 acres 
and a population of 63,613. The valu- 
ation of the personal property of its 
citizens is S3,4SS,154. 
Despite this 


splendid showing in size, number of 
inhabitants and wealth, Crawford only 
pays her school teachers, on an aver, 
age, 827.63 per month. 


These facts and figures obtained in a 


search, after the truth indicate t'aat 
there is a crying need for a fairer and 
more 
uniform 
regulation 
of 
the 


wages paid our teachers. Dr. Nathan 


C. Sehaeffer, state superintendent of 
public instruction, in discussing the 
question of salaries, said he was very 
glad a bill had b:en introduced into 
the legislature specifying the minimum 
salary of teachers. 
'This plan," he 


said, "has been adopted in Indiana, 
where the teachers holding the lowest 
grade of certificates must be paid at 
least 440 a month, and if the grade of 
his certificate is above the lowest grade 
the minimum salary is S45 a month. 


"We used to think that West Virginia 


was far behind Pennsylvania in educa- 
tional matters, but the minimum salary 
in that stats is 830 a month. A recent 
letter from State Superintendent Mil 
ler says that the law of supply and 
demand is raising the compensation of 
teachers above this figure and that be- 
tween SOU and 900 schools were unable 
to procure teachers at that minimum 
salary. 


"Sitce 1370almost 55,000,000 has been 


added in Pennsylvania to the annua! 
appropriation for common bchools, anc 
yet in some districts the salaries are 
lower i ow than they were at that time 
Through the assistance cf Governor 
Ha-tiogs and other friendi, of the com 
mou school, the method of distribution 
was changed, so as to give the sparsely 
settled districts more money. This did 
no'- result in the increase of sa)&ry tha' 
1 expected. 


"The power to fix the salaries o: 


teachers is vfstefl :n the fchool direc 
tors, arci no pov?er outside of the legis 
latuie c*n make the directors raise 
the aal*ry iu some districts, of the 
bt&'.e. This will be discussed at the 
state convention uf directors next week 


"The whole subject demands to be 


fully ventilated. If publicoplnion can 
bo created in fsrcr of enter compen- 
sation for teachers, th°. increase will 


come."

who knew her.

sands cf dollars, and her honesty was 
never questioned. Many of our richest 
and most respected citizens were her 
friends and she leaves behind her.a voic 
which will be hard to fill.

and preventive medicine, proved to the 
first place that the epidemic diseases 
ire due to minute living organisms, 
plaxts and animals and that for each 
definite disease there is a specific micro 
orgr.nlsm 
This was the great funda- 


mental fact 
Later It became evident 


that these microscopic parasites cause 
disease by certain chemical poisons 
which they produce, called toxins. In 
many cases the micro organism. If 
grown In culture tubes outside the 
body, will produce the same trains. 
After being separated from the living 
terms which produced them these Bub- 
•tances will produce all tbe symptoms 
of the disease when injected into an 
animal body 
The body at the begin- 


ning of an attack of fever Is not, how- 
ever, passive 
Its cells react against 


the poisons introduced and a struggle 
ensues, the end of which Is life or 
death, the fighting being purposeful 
ind definite. 
The body cells secrete 


a specific chemical body which has the 
power of neutralizing or rendering 
harmless the particular to^ln Intro- 
dnced. This antidote to the poisonous 
toxin we call the antitoxin. When a 
man recovers from an attack of small- 
pox. It is because his antitoxins have 
proved too strong for the toxins of the 
disease, and his after immunity, it 
teems probable, Is due to the persist- 
ence within his bodv of the antitoxins 
once produced.—C. E. A. Winslow In 
Atlantic.
